Magpies Suffer Shock Defeat. 


Bombers Win Again : Bulldogs Crash at Fitzroy.

More upsets! 
Favourites topple! 


Rain and mud make good foot- 
ball impossible. 


Worst wet weather season -for 
many years has played havoc 
with all grounds, and this may be 
the chief contributing factor in 
the many surprise results that are 
giving fans their most topsy- 
turvy football in a decade. 


And there seems little hope of 
the. playing surfaces at most 
arenas returning to normal, unless 
we are fortunate enough to have 
a long period cf sunshine and 
drying winds. That seems un- 
likely, and it may be that heavy 
grounds, rain and mud will con- 
tinue to sap the strength and im- 
pair the stamina of many players. 


Conditions at some grounds 
were not improved by the playing 
of schcolboy games during the 
week. lt seems an error of judg- 
ment that these games were per- 
mitted to be staged on rainsoaked 
ovals. But the roct cause of-the 
trouble always boils down to the 
ridiculously large area in the 
centre of the grounds used for 
preparing cricket pitches. Once 
again we can only remark that 
football, which attracts 100,000 
and more every week during the 


‘winter, must always apparently 
play second fiddle to a game 


‘which is fortunate if it attracts 


1000 each Saturday during the 
summer. Perhaps someone will 
come up with an idea for a com- 
position pitch acceptable to cricket 
authorities, but it is surely an 
anomaly that the League has no 
voice in determining the playing 
surface of the grounds on which 
it stages its football—-the game 
that certainly rakes in the shekels 
for the ground controllers. 

Collingwood crashed! That was 
the sensation of the fifth round. 
The Saints repeated their suc- 
cesses of 1957-59 to make it three 
in a row on the seaside territory. 
The Magpies journeyed to St. 
Kilda buoyed up with confidence 
after their great win over Mel- 
bourne, but they came away a 
sadder and wiser team. There 
was no element of fluke about St. 
Kilda’s win. They had to do it 
the hard way—come from behind. 
And that’s a mighty tough pro- 
position against the mighty Mag- 
pies. 

It was a dour, tough struggle 
all day, with Collingwood racing 
clear at half-time by ten points, 
and increasing that lead by a 
quick goal early in the third term. 
Then the Saints summoned up all 
their reserves of strength, deter- 
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Delicious 


mination and courage, and, 
slowly but inexorably, whittled 
away that lead to draw level at 
the final change. It still looked 
Collingwood’s game. They had 
the wind in their favour in the 
last quarter. But, not to be de- 
nied, the Saints threw them- 
selves into the fray with re- 
newed vigour and a never-say-die 
spirit that refused to admit de- 
feat. They hit the front half-way 
through the term. and then clung 
desperately to their narrow ad- 
vantage despite frenzied Colling- 
wood efforts to break through. 
The final siren saw the Saints 
home by two points—cheered off 
the ground by thousands of wildly 
delighted supporters. It was a 
magnificent triumph. 


Coilingwood had no excuses. 
Conditions suited them, they had 
everything in their favour in the 
final term, but they met their 
match because their opponents 
simply refused to admit defeat. 
The Magpies have now lost two 
of their three “away” games, and 
just scrambled home in the third 
at Hawthorn by three points. 
They have won their two games 
at Victoria Park convincingly. 





Refreshing 


Surely Collingwood are not going 
to be labelled lions at home and 
lambs away! They will be fur- 
ther tested away from home to- 
day. 

Essendon continue winning. They 
easily accounted for Carlton in a sur- 
prisingly high scoring game. The 
Bombers were often pressed by the 
visitors, but every time the Blues 
looked like drawing to them Essendon 
seemed able to unleash that little extra 
to race clear again. It was quite an 
impressive effort under conditions that 
didn’t suit the Bombers. They’ll be 
far better when the grounds become 
firmer. Carlton still seem to have 
weaknesses that must be remedied be- 
fore they can hope to topple the lead- 
ing division. 

Fitzroy shocked Footscray with a 
runaway victory at Brunswick Street. 
The Lions always appeared to have 
the game well in hand, and they raced 
right away over the concluding stages. 
They adapted themselves better to the 
appalling conditions, showed more, 
football nous, and proved once again 
that they are, at home, one of the 
strongest combinations in the League. 
Footscray, who kicked off in a blaze of 
glory this season, may be _ slipping. 
They will have to arrest the slump 
quickly if they are to hold on to fourth 
place. 

Geelong, who, with Footscray, hit 
the headlines a couple of weeks back, 
were likewise shocked into defeat, 
They looked to be well on the way to 
another victory in the first half, but 
North Melbourne reorganised their 
line-up and came out after the long 
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interval a rejuvenated team. They 
swept the Geelong defences aside in a 
brilliant burst of good football to add 
6.3 to 0. in the third quarter and 
clinch victory. It was a remarkable 
reversal of form. The Kangaroos may 
be at last on the way back. Geelong 
must take stock. Perhaps their two 
early wins were not as good as they 
looked on paper. 

Melbourne encountered stiff opposi- 
tion from Hawthorn for three quarters, 
and a fine Senting third term, 
which the Hawks held the Demons 
goal-less, suggested a close finish, as 
the home side had the advantage of 
the wind in the final quarter. It was 
not to be. Melbourne, with their backs 
to the wall, produced their best foot- 
ball for the day and went on to a 
comfortable if unimpressive victory. 
The Demons still have many players 
out of touch, but they are winning 
games despite this. When the grounds 
dry out they will show much better 
form. Hawthorn continue to play well 
in all their games, but not quite well 
enough. When they “crack it” for 
their first win they could go right on. 

Richmond provided another sensation 
by accounting for the hot favourites, 
South Melbourne. The Tigers had 
looked Hke becoming a chopping block 
for other teams, but on last week's 
display they are on the up and up. 
They had played well against Fitzroy 
the week before. The Southerners had 
eounted on this match as a certain four 
premiership points. The defeat was a 
severe blow to their hopes. Conditions 
did_ not suit them, as they are essen- 
tially a dry weather team. Look for 
big improvement under more favour- 
able conditions.

Today’s round sees several vital 
matches listed for decision. Essendon, 
who are still undefeated, journey to 
Fitzroy. The Brunswick Street ground 
has often proved a trap for well per- 
formed teams, and in recent years the 
Lions have built up a terrific reputa- 
tion there. They’ve defeated even the 
most powerful opponents on their own 
territory. But Essendon are one side 
that seems unworried by the Fitzroy 
ground, and they have been successful 
on their last two visits. Fitzroy will 
have to curb the Fraser-Evans com-. 
bination, check the Dons’ great roving 
potential and also cut off their avenue 
of attack from the talented centre line. 
It’s a big task, and the Lions, good as 
isaae A are at home, may not be equal 
O it. 

Footscray meet St. Kilda in a game 
vital to both. The Bulidogs have lost 
two games in succession and cannot 
afford to slip further. Back on their 
own ground they will await St. Kilda 
with confidence. But the Saints are 
right on top of the world after their 
smashing victory over Collingwood. 
They feel they are on the verge of 
really big things. They meet Fitzroy, 
North Melbourne and Hawthorn in 
their next three matches, and reckon 
they can win all three. Success today 
would give them a great kick along. ° 

South Melbourne, a big disappoint- 
ment last week, are at home to Colling- 
wood. The Magpies, always dangerous 
after a defeat, will be flat out to re- 
capture winning form, and they also 
realise that another setback at_ this 
stage could topple them from the Four, 
South Melbourne, a good side in good 
weather and a much more powerful 
menace at home than away, could ad- 
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minister another shock to the Magpies, 
but they will have to play strongly for 
four full quarters. 


Geelong, who, like Footscray, were 
on grand terms will themselves a 
couple of weeks back, have lost their 
last two games and now meet Carlton, 
also in desperate straits.

Haw- 
thorn are a lot better than their record 
would suggest, and they’ve been de- 
cidedly unlucky in some matches this

Melbourne are back on the M.C.G., 
where they entertain Richmond. The 
Demons always welcome the wide, open 
spaces of their home arena, and some 
of their players only appear to produce 
their best at headquarters. They meet 
their neighbours, Richmond, who sur- 
prised South Melbourne last Saturday. 
On form the Demons look certainties, 
but this is such an unusual season that 
the Tigers could well provide stouter 
opposition than is generally expected.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF LAST WEEK’S GAMES 


Magpies’ Lowest Score Against Saints For Nearly 50 Years 


Collingwood recently held Melbourne 
to the Demons’ lowest score against 
the Magpies this century, but the tables 
were turned last week, when the Saints 
held the Magpies to their lowest score 
for nearly fifty years! Collingwood 
kicked only 4.13, their worst scoring 
effort against St. Kilda since 1912, 
when they registered 4.12, 

The Saints’ 5.9 equalled a similar 
score kicked in 1958, but one has to go 
back more than ten years to find a 
lower St. Kilda total against Colling- 
wood. That was in 1949, when they 
recorded 4.12. But who cares about 
that at St. Kilda! Low as their score 
of 5.9 might look, it was still good 
enough to win last Saturday. 

Fitzroy kicked 11.9 to defeat Foots- 
cray, and that score—not very high— 
was the Lions’ second best effort against 
the Bulldogs in their last fifteen games. 
Footscray kicked only 5.6, their lowest 
against Fitzroy since 1951, when they 
scored 4.6—and that’s the only time 
they've kicked fewer points against 
ELerey. than was the case last Satur- 

ay. 
South Melbourne kicked a_ record 
score against Richmond—a record low 
score! Never before, in more than 
fifty years since the Tigers entered the 
League in 1908, had a South Mel- 
bourne side performed so badly in 
front of goal. The Southerners’ pre- 
vious worst score was 5.4 in 1920, three 
points more than they kicked last week. 
One of their worst efforts against Rich- 
mond was in 1912, when they finished 
with the remarkable figures of 2.23 to 
lose to Richmond's 5.8! 


Footscray have kicked scores of 26 
points and 36 points in the last two 
games. Never before has any Foots-. 
eray team kicked under 40 points in 
successive matches. 


Geelong’s score of 7.9 last Saturday 
was their second lowest against the 
Northerners in their last twenty en- 
gagements with the Kangaroos. 


Richmond won with 7.5 against South 
Melbourne, but it was their lowest 
score against the Southerners since 
they registered 4.5 in the 1933 Grand 
Final, and their lowest against South 
Melbourne in a home and home game 
since 1924.
